A Little War Talk Among the Officers 
of the State Department. 


W ashington, Sept. 27.—If the minor 
officers of the State Depirtment correctly 
represent the opinions of their superiors a 
trifling circumstance might create trouble 
between tbe United States and Mexico. 
One of tbe officers ol the State Depart­ 
ment to-day, in conversation with a gen­ 
tleman who bas spent mach time on the 
Mexican border, Mid, referring to the re­

that our troops, it there was occasion for it, 
would cross the Rio Grande, and that if 
they did cross in force they would remain 
the~e until they could command a treaty 
which should result in tbe permanent 
restoration of order on tbe border Indeed, 
this under officer intimated that the acqui­ 
sition of Mexican territory would be ap­ 
proved at least by some members of tbe 
Government, and that a war with Mexico 
in tbe latter part of the present Adminis­ 
tration woald not be impossible. The sum 
of $100,000/ JO w n spoken of es a price 
not too small to pay for the acquisition of 
the desired territory.

many of our citizens were fntim it cly ac­ 
quainted with Jesse* the lather, and Ulysses 
fcj., Samuel Simpson, find Orville, the three 
8jus. The Fryer tanyard, near EscuUpla 
Springs, in this county, was, somewhere 
about thirty years ago, the property of 
J erne Grant and h if Bon Simpson, 
They 
managed their tanyard with much succor 
and were very popular as citizens aud 
neighbors. Judge Holbrook, an old and 
prominent lawyer of Vanceburg, an lu 
timate friend of the Grants, describes them 
as very genial and clever men. 
After 
residence ot several years here the tamiiy 
sold out and moved to Galena, Illinois, aud 
our people, in a measure lost.sight of them. 
When the war broke out and 
General 
Grant was becoming known all over the 
country many of our citizens did not. at 
first connect him with the same family 
that formerly resided bere, but he libbed 
into notoriety so fast that inquiries were 
made and it was soon ascertained that he 
was the same man who formerly visited 
his lather near L*cclapia and spent much 
of his time with the old gentleman. Gen­ 
eral Grvnt at the lime lived with his lather- 
in-law, Mr. Dent, near bt. Louis. 
Those 
who knew him here say be was then a 
very quiet sort of a man. talking but little, 
but Very polite aud agreeable iu a peculiar 
way. No one ever dreamed in those days 
thai the quiet man who frequently come to 
tho couuty WiS destined to be twice Pres­ 
ident of the United States and the General- 
in-Chief of the American army, and that 
he was destined to be the guest of kings 
and emperors.

T h o P a r t lh h ic k a t o o t r a c i e r P la y c d 
in the Production of the Plague at 
M ew O r le a n s . 
To find a dishonest city contractor partly 
responsible for the yellow fever is not sur­ 
prising. Pestilence, as well as demorali­ 
zation, naturally belongs in the train ct 
administrative corruption. It is now dis­ 
closed that in New Orleans several thou­ 
sand loads of kitchen garbage, coiled ch I 
throughout the city, was brought back 
from the dumpmg-grounds, where it wa< 
required to be deposited, and used for fill­ 
ing in streets. The Times, of thai city, 
made public this statement of tacts on the 
18th aud on the «Jlh it returns with addi­ 
tional evidence to 
fortify the charge. 
The deposit of the garbage in 
the 
street filling was going on, It says, at the 
time the fever broke out, and undoubtedly 
the poisonous miasma that arose from the 
decomposing mass must have promoted 
in the most effective manner the develop­ 
ment of the epidemic germ. Early in Au* 
gust the Health Officer ol the Fourth dis­ 
trict of the city, Dr. Holt, referred lo this 
infamous business, and declared that “the 
dumping ol garbage by hundreds of cart­ 
loads into populous streets,’* with other 
sanitary transgressions 
equally flagrant, 
which he enumerated, had combined to 
prepare the way for ’‘the appearance and 
spread of some niaiigoaut contagion.” This 
warning came too late; the mischief wa- 
done; the thievish contractor had secured

Of ted plants there are nearly 500,000 
acres under cultivation in India. 
Colorado sweet potatoes are said 
to 
equal the South Carol ilia product in succu­ 
lence. 
In 1830 there were 12.897,038 sheep in 
the United Slates; in 1878, 34,710,200. 
It 
is estimated that there are lo the world, 
£84,000,000 of these animals. 
A curious disease has appeared among 
the cows ie Polk county, Wisconsin. 
It 
affects the inside of the legs aud developes 
into Urge running sores. The cows be­ 
come lame, and the flesh looks raw. 
It is a mistake to expect to succeed at 
farming without plenty of good honest 
work. Some men may have made money 
without work, but no farmer ever made a 
crop without a good deal of that indispens­ 
able article. 
It is now estimated by Delaware ;peach 
growers that this season’s crop will aggre­ 
gate one (million (baskets, at an average 
of f I per basket clear, so that the yield 
will bring $1,000,000 into the peninsula, 
principally in the lower sections.

it multiplies immensely every year. How 
to get rid of it is a problem to solve which 
is worth thousands. 
Several agiicultursl 
j mruals give the following methods. Will 
my farmer adopt it aud get rid of this in­ 
truder aud curse I* Cut off the thistle at the 
time it begins to fulfill the mission of its 
Eiwth—the time of perfecting its seed, 
t it remain during the season up to the 
time undisturbed, and when its greatest vi­ 
tality is in the weed, which is the time of I 
flowering, cut it off. The roots are then in 
an exhausted condition, having contributed 
the vitality necessary for the plant to ma­ 
ture its seed. This lost vitality is returned 
to the roots through the leaves from the 
atmosphere, and, as the plant is destroyed, 
the roots are left without the means to re­ 
cuperate. Possibly there may be enough 
Vitality for the roots to throw up some new 
sprouts, and, if 6uch should be the case, cut 
them off during the fail. Atter this treat­ 
ment, if yon have any thistles the next 
y^’ar, there will be fewer of them, and 
anomer application of the same remedy 
will probably entirely relieve the farm cf 
this terrible nuisance.
